(2 ) Every such petition for revision shall be accompanied by a copy of the 
order of the Claims Officer against which it has beon filed and shall set forth 
ooncisely and under distinct honds the grounds of objection to such order with 
out any argument or narrative . 

(8 ) Evory such petition shall be accompanied by a treasury receipt or a cross 
od Indian Postal Order payable to the Joint Chief Claimg Commiggioner for a 
sum of Rupee one ; providod that where the petitioner resides outside India , 
the petition may be accompaniexi by a receipt of the amount of fee isgued by an 
oficer authorized in this behalf by the reprosentative of India in the country 
where the petitioner regides . 

12. Presentation . A petition for revision shall be presented either in person 
or through an ngent duly authorised in writing or sent by registered post to the 
appropriate revising authority .

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(2) Where a Claims Officer has disposed of a claim on a preliminary point and 
the revising authority disagrees with the Claims Officer , the revising Authority 
shall remand the caso to the Claims Offeer with the direction that the claim bø 
decided on its merits . Provided that where the Clarins Oilicer who originally 
decided the caso is not available , the revising authority muy send the case to 
such other Claims Officer as it may deer fit . 

(3 ) Whero the order of the revining Authority affccts more than one claimante , 
the revising authority may vary the order of a Cluims Officer in the case of all 
such claimants : 

Provided that no order shall be varied to the prejudice of any claimant unless 
he is given an opportunity of being heurd . 

15 . Return of records . — After crine has been decided , the revising Authority 
shall roturn the record of the case to the Coutral Claims Office.

19 No legal practitioner shall appear in any proceeding except with tho pero 
mission of , and for the rensong to be recorded in writing by the officer conduot 
ing the proceeding. 

20 . All statements made in any proceeding shall be on oath . 

21 , Return of original documents. -- A Claimg Officer may on application 
made by & claimant return any original document filed by the claimant if the 
claimant supplies at his own expense a true copy of such document made by any 
officer under the direction of the Claims Officer. 

22 (I). A fee of annas 8 shall be levied for supplying to a claimant a copy of 
the final order made by a Claimg Officer. 

( II). The fee for copies shall be paid in the form of Indian Postal Ordery , 
Croaked in favour of Joint Chief Claims Commissioner , Delhi and attached with 
the application for copies. 

28 . The Joint Chief Claims Commissioner may , from time to time, call for 
such returns and statements from Claims officers as he may deem fit . 

24 . In so far as these rules make no provision or make insufficient provision , 
the provisions of the Code of Civil Procedure , 1908 shall so far as may be, apply 
to all proceedings under these rules .

AWARD 
This is a complaint under section 33A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 , 
by 120 employoes of the Asian Assurance Co . Ltd . , who have two grievances viz ., 
( i) that the Company has withheld the increments due to the employees as 
from lat April 1950 , and (ii) that it has discontinued the long -standing practice 
of granting the earned leave salary to the employees in advance of the com 
mencement of their leave period ; and it is urged that these are alterations in 
the conditions of service and therefore amount to a contravention of section 
83A of the Act. The facts are not in dispute but the Company has urged that 
as the provisions of section 88A are not retrospective and as these orders 
complained of were pagked on 1st April 1950 , prior to the coming into operation 
of the said section 38A the complaint did not lie . It is contended that the 
igorements could not be demanded as of right, that the granting of the game 
depended entirely upon the Company s financial position and its capacity to 
pay, and that in the present state of affairs the Company was not in a position 
to grant the incremente. As for the discontinuance of the practice of advance 
payment of the leave salary , the Company has urged that it was done in the 
interest of the employees themselves , and, that apart from it , the payment was 
entirely a matter of grace and the Company cannot be compelled to continue 
it . Besides , the grant of the loave salary was not any of the conditions of 
service and there was therefore no contravention of any conditions of service . 

2 . The Company has introducod palary scales for the employees from 
January 1947 under wbioh the increments became payable on 180 April of each 
yoar. No order as such was passent regarding stoppage of the increment, but 


on 1st April 1950 the Company simply paid the salary as before without giving 
the increment. I have held in coinplaint No. 2 of 1950 tliut section 88A hag 
no retrospective effeot. Mi, Tolani s contention is that the stoppage of the 
increment and therefore the injury to the employees took pluce on 1st April 
1950 , although its effect might be felt by them in subsequent months, und 
that the injury having been caused prior to the enactment of section 88A , 
the complaint for the same was not maintainable . Mr. Paranjape s roply W & S 
that the non -payment of the amount of the increment was continuous and 
occurred every month and that the non - payment on 1st Juno 1950 and in 
subsequent months gives a recurring cause of action for which a complaint 
can lie . In the view I am eventually taking the point is of academic interest 
only and I do not consider it necessary to decide it. 

8 . I have prescribed revised salary scales for the employees , by the main 
award , with effect froin 1st January 1950 and the employees ire going to get 
the difference in the pay with effect from that date . Therefore it will not be 
necessary , nor would it be proper, to award to them the amount of the incre 
mont that has not been paid from 1st April 1950 onward . To do so , will 
amount to paying them twico over. No payment for this demand need there 
fore be ordered on the complaint. 

4 . As for the stoppage of the advance payment of the leave salary , the 
payment thereof was made as a matter of grace and it did not from part 
of the service conditions applioable to the employees ( vido Ex. 4 in Complaint 
No . 2 of 1950) . The complainants theinkclvet call it a practice of long -standing 
and not a condition of service . If that was so , the employees had no right 
to insist upon the granting of the leave salary in advance . It was a concession 
which the Company was making , and it was open to the Company to with 
draw it at any time. The discontinuanoe of the payment in advance of the 
leave salary will not therefore amount to a change in the conditions of service 
And the complaint in respect of it is not maintainable . Accordingly it is 
dismissed . No order að to coste .

AWARD 
This is a complaint under section 38 - A of the Industrial Dimputer Act , 1947, 
by five clorical omployees of the Asian Assurance Co . Ltd ., whose servioes 
have been terminated by the Company by H notice dated 27th April 1950 during 
the pendency of rotorence ( IT -CG ) No. 2 of 1950 . Of these Mr. G . R . Bolukani 
was a permanent employee und the reinoining our wore temporary hands . 
Thera case is that there was no justification for the reduction of the staff and 
that the reduction was made in order to create an atinosphere of nervousness 
and apprehension in the mind of the “mploroes mo that they may not press 
their demands pending before this Tubuanl . The Company has denied the 
allegations and has coutonded that thu reduction was solely as a measure of 
retrenobmont which becaine absolutely necessary 011 account of the strained 
financial position of the Company, that the Coinpany had made an allround 
reduction in expenses and that this was part of the generul scheme of retrench 
ment uudertaken by the Company with that object . Mr. Toloni, the Manager 
of the Company , has taken a preliminary objection , viz ., that the retrenchment 
having been affected prior to the enactinent of yection 33 - A of the Aot , the 
case was not covered by the said section and the complaint was not maintain 
able . 

2 . I will first deal with this preliminary objection The Industrial Disputes 
Act , 1947 was amended by virtue of section 14 of tho Industrial Disputes 
(Appellato Tribunal) Act, 1950 and as a part of the scheme of amendment 
section 28 -A was added to the Industrial Disputes Act By the section it was 
provided that where un employer contraveries the provisions of section 3,3 
during the pendency of proceedings before a Tribunal, any enployee aggrieved 
by such contruvention , may make & complaint in writing to such Tribunal and 
the Tribunal shall adjudicate upon the complaint as if it were a dispute referred 
to or pending before it , in accordance with the provisions of the Act . Au 
amendment was also made in section 89 of the Act and the section as amended 
required the conditions of service , eto , to remain unchanged during the pen 
dency of proocedings before a Tribunal in respect of any industrial dispute 
und it also prevented the emplover from discharging or punishing , whethor by 
disinissal or otherwise , any workman concernel in the dispute . Section 88 - A 
conferred a substantive right on the employee to institute a procoading before 
A Tribunal in the shape of a complaint and invested the Tribunal with the 
jurisdiction to adjudicate upon it . It is not correct to say, as has been done 
by Mr. Paranjape for the emplovoes , that the section is merely procedural and 
prescribes only A remedy . Nr. Paranjape s contention has been that by the 
insertion of section 38 - A only the mode was altered and that instead of the 
Government making a reference to the Tribunal the party could now apply 
to tho Tribunal directly , and that this being inerely an alteration in the pro 
cerurn the section should bo taken as having a retrospective effect. The con 
tention is not correct. The section confers a substantive right on the employee 
to instituto proceedings against the employer by way of a complaint, and it 
imposas a new disability on the employer in respect of certain notr ; and 
evidently a provision which conters a substantivo right on a party and imposes 
A corresponding disability on the other party cannot have a retrospective 
effect . Under the Act, prior to the insertion of section 33 - A a breach of soction 
33 was punishable under section 91 ( 1) of the Act by prosocution of the employer. 
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There was no provision whatever in the nature of a complaint to the Tribunal 
and of that complaint being adjudicated upon as if it had been referred to the 
Tribunal. That right has been conferred by section 38 - A for the first time 
and it is not a case of the right having becu in existence before , but not being 
exercisable by the employee . Mr. Paranjape s contention that the employee 
was merely given & remedy and thereforo tho section is merely procedural 
has thus no substance whatever . 

3 . “ They (Statutes) are construed as operating only in cases or on tacte 
which come into existence after the statutos were paased unless a retrospective 
effect be clearly intended . It is a fundamental rule of English law that no 
statute shall be construed to have a retrospective operation unless such a 
oonstruction appears very clearly in the terms of the Act, or prises by necessary 
and distinct implication . No rule of construction is more firmly established 
then this : that a retrospective operation is not to be given to a statute go as 
to impair an existing right or obilgution , otherwise than as regards matter of 
procedure , unless that effect cannot be avoided without doing violence to the 
language of the enactment. If the enactment is expressed in language which 
is fairly capable of either interpretation , it ought to be construed as prospectivo 
only " (Maxwell on the Interpretation of Statutes , Ninth Edition , page 221) . 
The words used in section 39 - A aro , " where an employer contravenes the pro 
visions of section 38 " and those words mean contraventions which took place 
subsequent to the Act coming into force ; at any rate there is nothing to suggest 
that a retrospective operation was intended to be given to the provisions of the 
said section . The Company here had a right not to be proceeded against by 
way of a complaint for any change in the conditions of service or a dischargo 
of au umployee pending the adjudication proceedings add that right cannot be 
defeated retrospectively . It must be held therefore that section 38 - A has no 
retrospective effect. 

4 . There is no real dispute regarding the fncts . Admittedly oxcept for 
Mr. Polakani the other complainanta were temporary hands . But in respect of 
thom Mr. Paranjape s contention has been that as they had completed more 
than 6 months service at the time of the retrenchment they were entitled to 
be confirmed under their conditions of sorvice , that the Company s failure to 
con @ rin them should not be reckoned against them , that for the purposes of 
termination of servico they should be taken to be permanent hands , and that 
on that footing they were entitled to one month s notice . The condition is 
untenable and under condition No. (4 ) of the conditions of service (Ex. 4 ) the 
question of confirmation was to be considered by the Company within a TOARON 
able time after the expiry of the probationary period , the work of the incun 
bent being found satisfactory . Apart from it, the probationary period could 
be extended according to the discretion of the management . Confirmation wils 
therefore in the management s discretion and as these employees had not been 
confirmed , it must be taken that they were not perniagent hands . 
Under condition No . 5 only permanent employees were entitled to A 
calendar month s notice. The services of the non -permanent employees 
could be dispensed with by 14 days notice in writing or wagos in 
lieu of notice under section 66 of the Bombay Shops and Establish 
ments Act, 1948 . The complainants Nos. 1 to 4 viz ., those other thau 
Mr. Bolakani, were therefore liable to be retrenched on 14 day , notice. The 
Company has given them & notico dated 27th April 1950 intimating that their 
services stand terminated with effect from Both April 1950 that they will not 
be required on and from Ist May 1950 and that they will be paid 18 days 
galary in lieu of notice. The termination of the services , and even the oxpiry 
of the notioe period , was prior to the coming into effect of section 39- A of the 
Act, which latter was on 20th May 1950 , and that being so the section will 
have no operation in this case and their complaint is not maintainable . 
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1950 and prices took place on one month s also

5. As for Mr. Bolakani, he was given a notice on 37th April 1950 (Ex. 5) 
informing him that “ as a measure of retrenchment his services stand terminated 
with effect from 81st May 1960 and that his services will not be required on 
and from 1ột Juno 1950 . He should , however , hand over charge on 29th April 
1950 and proooed on one month s leave due to him . " The act of the termination 
of his services took place on 27th April 1960 and he was relieved of the charge 
on 28th April and was paid one month s salary in lieu of the leave . The act 
complained of viz ., the termination of his service in the subject of the com 
plaint, and as that occurred prior to the enuctment of section 33 - A the com 
pliant is not maintainable , even though the date from which the termination 
Was to take effect was subgequent to the coming into force of section 38 - A . 
Assuming, however , that the complaint of Mr. Bolakani ja maintainable , the 
termination of his services wam due entirely to mansurpy of allround retrench 
ment and economy which the Company had undertaken in order to improve its 
general financial position , which latter was quite necessary to be done . There 
is no substance in the suggestion made for the employees that the retrenchment 
was inade with a viow to creating an atmosphere of nervousness and appre 
hension in the mind of the employees so that they muy not press their demande 
before the Tribunal, and this allegation has not been substantiated . That being 
80 , even on the merits , there is no caso for Mr. Bolakani s reinstument . The 
complaint fails and is dismissed . No order is to coats .

- In exercise of the powers conferred by section 8 of the Essential 
Supplies ( Temporary Powers ) Act , 1946 (XXIV of 1946 ), the ( entral Goveru 
ment is pleased to direct thnt the following amendments shall l e made in the 
Kutch Colliery Control Ordor, 1950 , namely : 

( 1 ) In clause 8 after the words " including directions as to the" , the words 
" grade , size and quantity of coal which may be disposed of and " shall be 
inserted . 
( 2 ) After clause 10 , the following clause shall be inserted , namely : -- 
" 10A . ( 1 ) The Coal Commissioner with the Government of India may, by 

order in writing direct, that any coal despatched by any colliery 
owner , or a person acting on behalf of a colliery owner, to any 
person , which is in transit , shall, subject to such terms and condi 
tions, if any , as the said Coal Commissioner deemg fit , be diverted 

and delivered to another person specified in the order . 
Explanation - - For tho purposes of this clause coal shall be deemed to 

be in transit from the time when it is delivered to a carrier or 
other bailee for transmission to the consignee thereof and until the 
consigneo or his agent has taken actual delivery of the entire 

quantity of coal from such currier or other bailee . 
( 2) As soon as an order is made under sub -clauso (1), all the rights of 

the consigneo , the owner of the colliery, or other person in the said 
coal shall subject to the terink of the order devolve upon and veat 
in the person to which the coal is to bo delivered under the said 

order . 
( 9 ) The Coal Commissioner with the Government of India may if he 

thinks fit modify or cancel any order made under sub -clause ( 1 ) 
And direct the coal to be divorter or delivered to a person other 
than the person originally named therein and the provisions of this
